The Fighting Cock- ANTA- 12/8. 2 pros- Times, Mir- 
ror-and 5 cons- Herald Tribune, News, Post, Journal American, 
World Telegram & Sun- filed on new play by Jean Anouilh, adap- 
ted by Lucille Hill, with Rex Harrison, Roddy McDowall, Nat - 
asha Parry, Arthur Treacher, staged by Peter Brook. All okay- 
ed superb acting by cast, but differed on merits of script. Atkin- 
son, Times , rated it an extraordinary achievement,a brilliant 
comedy with superb acting and direction. Coleman, Mirror,billed 
it as the best play of the season, wise and witty intelligent enter- 
tainment with excellent characterizations and keen observations. 
Negative majority generally marked script second rate Anouilh 
and not as much fun as his recent Waltz of the Toreadors. Kerr, 
Herald Tribune, enjoyed parts of wistfully written play but feared 
that it does not find a clear core around which its glistening fly- 
ing saucers can soar, much of it being fragile and thin. Chapman, 
News, liked Waltz , which had some of the same characters, better. 
Critic noted production had everything perfect except a story to 
keep it interesting. Watts, Post, expressed mild disappointment 
that author's gift for combining the most outrageous and cynical 
farce with wistful romantic sadness and almost contemptuous com- 
passion doesn't have a completely satisfactory outlet in this rather 
desultory story. McClain, Journal American, panned it as feeble 
unbelievable stuff, inspite of its excellent cast. Aston, WTS, noted 
caustic and merry moments, but play itself didn't have a fit des- 
tination, 


Saratoga- Winter Garden- 12/7. 2 pros- News, Journal 
American- and 5 cons- Times, Herald Tribune, Mirror, Post, 
World Telegram & Sun- filed on musical version of Edna Fer - 
ber's novel "Saratoga Trunk" written and directed by Morton 
DaCosta, with music by Harold Arlen,lyrics by Johnny Mercer, 
co-starring Carol Lawrence and Howard Keel. Sets and costumes 
by Cecil Beaton drew raves from all pros and cons Cast which 
includes Odette Myrtil, Carol Brice and midget Tun Tun were also 
praised by most. Dissenters thought musical was overcome by an 
excess of plot. Affirmative voter Chapman, News, cheered every 
element but the plot in the most beautifully costumed musical he 
ever saw with a talented and charming cast and splendid song and 
dance numbers. McClain, Journal American, filed a rave review 
for the musical done in style and grace with simply wonderful mu- 
sic, magnificent settings and deserving cast. Heading con side, 
Atkinson, Times, concluded that all the old pros involved are off 
their form starting with the hackneyed script, innocuous songs. 
Everyone's hard work and good nature is wasted in an uninterest- 
ing show, Times aisle-sitter summed, Kerr, Herald Tribune, 
noted show had makings of a success but it came apart in normally 
capable hands. He blamed mostly the plot for never getting close 
to its characters and never being continually as good as its 
highpoints. Both Times and Herald Tribune men singled out 
Carol Brice's two songs as among the top moments. Coleman, 
Mirror, vetoed the handsome disappointment, opulent and ped- 
estrian old fashioned song and dancer with Carol Lawrence 
winning her stardom against heavy odds, Watts, Post, listed 
it as a pictorally beautiful bore, weighed down by a very dull 
and hackneyed book. Aston, WTS, found only a few of the 19 
songs worth notice in a show that inspite of the expensive tal- 
ent involved didn't deliver its money's worth for the producer. 


Jolly's Progress- Longacre- 12/5- 12/12. 1 pro- News- 
and 6 cons- filed on new play by Lonnie Coleman, adapted from 
his novel "Adam's Way" with Eartha Kitt and Wendell Corey , 
staged by Alex Segal, presented by Theatre Guild-Arthur Loew. 
Sole pro voter Chapman, News, rated it interesting theatre be- 
cause of the dashing, mercurial performance of Kitt and the 
strong but kindly one of Corey, even though some of its fictional 
byplay puts a strain c : one's credulity, Near majority of dis- 
senters panned script, while several approved of performances, 
Atkinson, Times, panned hackwork play given a stock company 
performance ,directed for speed and volume. Kerr, Herald 
Tribune, added that play thriving on caricatures is no test for 
the cast's talents, coming too close to Shaw's Pygmalion in its 
howling insincerity. Coleman, Mirror, thought script more like 
a vaude skit with obvious humor and mawkish sentiment, Watts, 
Post , okayed playing of leads and Anne Revere, Laurie Main, 
Nat Burns, but thought play while never a bore was never more 
than mildly interesting, and only a well-meaning mediocrity. 
McClain, Journal American, didn't like the poor man's Pygmalion 
which had respect for the written word, but failed in its dramatic 
situation to make much sense. He also praised George Jenkins 
sets as enchanting. Aston, WTS, discovered that the subject 
and performances were arresting, but the whole cannot be con- 
sidered satisfactory for it is not a dramatic unit , only several 
interesting scenes, 


Five Finger Exercise- Music Box 12/2. 6 pros- and 
1 con- Nows- filed on new British play by Peter Shaffer, dir- 
ected by John Gielgud with Jessica Tandy and four members 
of the London hit cast-Roland Culver, Brian Bedford, Juliet 
Mills, Michael Bryant, presented by Playwrights Co- Fed 
Brisson. Sole negative view from Chapman, News, approved 
of quiet and convincing acting, but feared script was merely 
theatrical doodling, less than satisfying because it fails to 
strike a major chord. But rest of his colleagues disagreed 
sharing credits with cast,direction and writing. Atkinson, 
Times, cheered the superb exercise in the art of expression 
with story and acting blended perfectly, Kerr, Herald Trib- 
une, was fascinated by the stageful of withdrawn, obtuse people 
presented and directed with astonishing concentration of pur- 
pose and an enormous variety of effect within a very tight 
range of feeling. Coleman, Mirror, raved for the brilliant, 
high-tension theatre with perfect cast and director, hypnotic 
and fascinating. Watts, Post, also filed a rave vote for the 
powerful, absorbing drama written with insight and intelligence, 
beautifully acted and staged. McClain, Journal American, agreed 
that it was simply good theatre written the way things for the 
theatre should be written. Aston, WTS, okayed the good, tough 
show with its fierce, subtle drama, 


Silent Night, Lonely Night-Morosco 12/3. 7 cons- and 
0 pros- filed on Robert Anderson's new play with Henry Fon— 
da and Barbara Bel Geddes , staged by Peter Glenville, pre- 
sented by Playwrights Co. Stars were excused from adverse 
criticism with author blamed for lack of action, Atkinson, 
Times, wished that author and actors changed subject during 
the long discussion of love, marriage and adultery in the un- 
eventful play. Kerr, Herald Tribune, billed it as a theatrical 
whisper without vitality, inspite of understanding performances 
and inventive direction. Chapman, News, admitted conversation 
was beautifully and tenderly written but he was bored by all art 
and no events. Coleman, Mirror,also thought it was written and 
played with intelligence and compassion but was a rather placid 
conversation piece. Watts, Post, approved of excellent acting in 
touching, gentle play thats eventual effect is far more trying than 
moving. McClain, Journal American, found it a pity that the play 
lacked dramatic impact for it had excellent talk, superb acting and 
adroit direction. Aston, WTS, couldn't find much of a play in the 
four scenes of silky smart talk, sharply directed.

TENNESSEE WILLIAMS does not 
in general approve of the way which moviemakers 
have adapted his plays, he told Gelb, Times. Author 
admitted being booed when he left rough version of 
"The Fugitive Kind" film version of Orpheus Desc- 
ending. Audience at NY- RKO 58th St expected the 
"FBI Story" and felt cheated after seeing his film in- 
stead. As for the current Off Broadway revival of 
his most difficult play he praised Adrian Hall's brill- 
iant staging. 


PROS & CONS BY TMK 


Five Finger Exercise is fascinating, brilliant, quiet 
theatre that is precisely played, directed and written. With- 
out screaming, without making points with a sledge hammer 
all concerned give completly rounded portraits and background 
for the characterizations. The interaction of the players, both 
in the writing and the acting, keep the play continually exciting 
as it unfolds at its steady, but moderate speed. Four of the five 
members of the original London company give the lie to the myth 
of mumbling British actors and should all give speech lessons to 
American players who insist that to be British an accent must be 
incomprehensible,

Silent Night, Lonely Night is merely a prolonged conver- 
sation, hardly a play. That two attractive actors should waste 
their talents and the audience's time in search of a plot is a pity. 
Author and cast have expended great energy on the eventless pro- 
ceedings , but underneath the literate chit-chat is the fact that 


nothing happens to the play or the players during the entire two 
acts.

Jolly's Progress is a charming vehicle for the unusual 
talents of Eartha Kitt that manages to hold your interest thor- 
oughout, This inspite of a rather badly jumbled script that re- 
presents some of the worst cliches of modern Southern novels 
and plays, plus a dash of Shaw. If the tiny, nimble actress can 
be so outstanding in such a play as this, it is almost unlawful 
to think how exciting she might be someday in a first class play.

The Warrior's Husband revival by Equity Library Theatre 
of the 1932 comedy was a heavy-handed version of what might 
have been a pleasant satire . Except for Patience Cleveland none 
of the-leading players had the proper tongue-in-cheek style re- 
quired, and/or the proper charm needed to carry some of the 
more obvious corny jokes. Several of the male members of the 
cast were sadly miscast and nearly embarassing. Outstanding 
element of production was clever set by Barbara and Clarke 
Dunham which suited the stage perfectly. As a community project, 
this ELT production couldh't have won many new converts for 
theatre, As a union project to increase employment for its mem- 
bers, the chances are slim that any agents would be interested.

The difference in the meaning of the word " freedom" in 
theatre and TV was never more clearly illustrated than in the 
past week's CBS TV "Salute to Theatre". A full hour last Sun. 
morning was devoted to segments from American plays and mus- 
icals illustrating the basic freedom of thought in our theatre. But 
the excerpt from The Male Animal was ruined by nervous TV 
executives changing a word of dialogue from "Communist" to "Soc- 
ialist." 


Phoenix Theatre has given itself a breather after a set of 
bad notices on Lysistrata which closed after 3 weeks of a plan- 
ned 6 week subscription run, The revival of the delightful Pic- 
tures in the Hallway is proof that Stuart Vaughan's sense of 
good taste has not disappeared. A full season of revivals of fam- 
iliar plays, as was originally planned, may help train a repertory 
campany, but does not seem to hold much excitment for audiences. 
With subscriptions at a new high, with two large grants covering 
many of this season's costs, and the Ford grant for at least ten 
top actors on a three year contract to start next season, the time 
has come for the Phoenix program to live up to its expectations. 
A worthwhile original play or two, done on its own merits not 
because another grant is involved, would seem a necessity for 
the Phoenix development.
